Information On 
Mo-Ped Bikes 

Who can ride a mop-ped? 

That questian has become 
aumost as popular as the 
motorized bicycles t h e m- 
selves. 

A motorized bicycle as de¬ 
fined by California law is 
any two- or three-wheeled 
vehicle of less than two 
horsepower, which can be 
propelled by either human, 
electrical power or gasoline 
engine and can reach a 
.speed of iPot more than 30 
miles per hour. 

According to the Motor¬ 
ized Bicycle Association in 
Washington, .DC., there are 
about 20,000 mo-peds in Cali¬ 
fornia. Fifteen thous and 
have been purchased since 
January 1976 when the 
.state law defining aiiid regu¬ 
lating the use of motorized 
bicycles went into effect. 

The law requires anyone 
who rides a mo-ped to have 
cither a valid C^illfonnia 
driver's license or instruc¬ 
tion permit. Persons wdth in¬ 
struction permits must be at 
least 15% years old and have 
successfully completed driv¬ 
ers educaticin and driver 
training. They may be ridden 
on one’s own private prop¬ 
erty without a driver’s li¬ 
cense or permit, of course. 


The last day elderly Cali¬ 
fornians can file for State 
property tax or rant as¬ 
sistance is August 31. 

Donald Whitney, director 
of the Senior Citizens Pro¬ 
grams for the Franchise 
Tax Board, urged all eligible 
individuals who have .not yet 
filed their claims to do so 
immediately. 

'This is the first year that 
both older renters and home- 
mvners are eligible for re¬ 
funds, Whitney said. 

Enacted by the State Leg¬ 
islature last year, the Sen¬ 
ior Citizens Rent Assistance 
Law authorizes refunds of 
part of the property taxes 
assumed to be included in 
rent paid. To qualify, the 
renter must be 62 years of 
age as of January 1, 1977, 
and have had a tot£il house¬ 
hold inoome last year of 
$5,000 or less. 

The Senior Citizens Prop¬ 
erty Tax Assistance Law, 
which provides refunds of a 
portion, of property taxes 
paid was substantially lib¬ 
eralized this year. Home- 
owners 62 years or older, 
who live in their home and 
have a total household in¬ 
come of $12,000 or less, may 
qualify for refunds. The in¬ 
come limit last year was 
$ 10 , 000 . 

More than 280,000 property 
tax assistance claim forms 
and about 50.000 rent as- 
sista.nce claim forms have 
been received since the fil¬ 
ing season bcga.n May _1C. 
Whitney said. Senior citi¬ 
zens who have already filed 
sliould not refile, he added, 
as this could cause delays 
in receiving refund.s. 

Renters or homeow’.r.ers 
who think they qualify end 
have not yet filed sho^uld 
contact the local P'ranchise 
Tax Board office for infor¬ 
mation or claim fomas.

In the Napa Valley, where fine Cabernets are the accepted standard, 1974 ] 
shows promise of being the vintage of this century. Certainly it is the best in . 
the memory of Robert Mondavi.

It Has a depth of bouquet and intense 
vitality that promise great elegance at maturity. Its fine varietal character 
and rich texture already make it a pleasure to drink. 

i Like most great vintages, the 1974 Cabernet will take a long time to 

fuHy mature. We expect the wine to improve tor as many as 15 years, and to 

^ remain at its peak through the turn of the next century.

INVESTMENTS IN GROWTH STOCKS 


Q. — In preparing the 
NAIS Stock Selection Guide, 
I’m a little confused about 
the P/E ratios to use in pro- 
jecling high prices. Do you 
think the P/E ratios of the 
last five years are repre¬ 
sentative for use in projec- 
itng high prices? 

A. The Stock Selection 
Guido was never intended to 
be a form that could give a 
mathematical formula for 
the correct high or low 
price over the next five 
years. It is an aid to your 
judgment. The more you 
know about a particular 


company, its industry, and 
the stock market in general, 
the better chance you have 
of being accurate in price 
projections. 

There really is no such 
thing as a "normal” P/E 
ratio. I feel the extremes in 
the stock market will al¬ 
ways be part of Investing. 

In the 1960’s and early 
1970’s, multiples were abnor¬ 
mally high. Beginning in 
1973, they started slipping 
and became very low in re¬ 
lation to recent historical 
avearges.

According to a recent is¬ 
sue of The Review Of the 
News, it was reported on 
Juno 1st in the Marxist 
Guardian that Eskimos in 
Canada, Alaska, and Green¬ 
land had scheduled a meet¬ 
ing in late June at Barrow, 
Alaska, to set up an inter¬ 
national organization of Es¬ 
kimos. Eben Hopson, mayor 
of Alaska’s North Slope 
Borough which inclu d e s 
Barrow, called the meeting 
the “Inuit Circumpolar Con¬ 
ference.” (The Eskimo word 
ter "the people” is "inuit.”) 

The Eskimos are seeking 
to obtain more land from 
the Canadian government. 
Their claim last year for 
land covering 750,000 square 
miles has been cancelled. 
Sam Reddl. representing the 
Committee for Original Peo¬ 
ple’s Entitlement, has now 
demanded that Canada’s 
Ministry for Indian and 
Northern Affairs give the 
Eskimos 65,000 square miles 
of land.

He 
did not say what they were victims of. 

This reminds me of the young man who murdered 
his father and mother, and then asked the court to release 
him becaaise he was an orphan. 

Congressman Me Fall, of California, said $10,000 of 
South Korean money was given to his wife, but that he 
did not inquire as to who gave it or what it was for. I 
suppose this is par for the Congressional course and that 
$10,000 nontaxable money is too small a sum to pay at¬ 
tention to. 

ITEM — The new property tax limitation petitions 
are printed and are in circulation now. This petition limits 
property taxes to one per cent of the market value of any 
real property, sets the 1975-76 market value as the base, 
and limits market value raises to two per cent per year. 
It requires a two-thirds vote of both 'houses of the Cali¬ 
fornia legislature to raise any other tax antf California, and 
provides for Counties to collect and spend the revenue 
from the one per cent property tax for necessary property 
related services such as police and fire protection, lighting, 
streets and other property requirements. 

Becaues the present property tax raises for 1977-78 
real property in the territory of the Hillside Federation 
of Homeowners will be substantial this year, I would sug¬ 
gest that these organizations secure petitions and proceed 
to get signatures on them at once. These petitions can be 
had by telephoning 936-4982 in Los Angeles. 

It is apparent the property taxes will continue to 
rise in all areas of Southern California eaoh and every 
year from now on unless the people qualify an amend¬ 
ment to control these raises and vote it into law at the 
June 1978 election. 

Of course every other area in the state has the same 
problem and all the people in these areas should sign and 
circulate these petitions as well. Every day we lose on 
this drive is gone forever. 

Equal opportunity in the Big Apple: Consider what 
would happen to the ‘good’ rich person who refuses to 
luse loopholes and prefers to be active instead of idle. He 
decides to invest in a parts factory in New York City, 
which will employ hundreds. He will miin it himself, ar¬ 
ranging the financing, assembling the personnel, finding 
the markets and so forth. Give him a year to get off the 
ground, but say he is lucky enough in the second year 
to make a 10 per cent profit on his invested capital. This 
is after his workers have paid federal, state and local in¬ 
come taxes and his parts company has paid property 
taxes, license fees, etc. 

Of the $100,000 profit, the city clears away roughly 
$5,700, leaving $94,300. The State clears away about ten 
per cent of that, leaving $84,870. 'Fhe IRS, levying at pro¬ 
gressive rates, snatches $38,000, leaving $46,870. Our good 
rich person then pays this to himself as a dividend. 

Being rich, our man is of course in the highest jjer- 
sonal income tax brackets, and after paying 4.3 per cent 
to the city ($2,015) has $44,855 left. 'The state clips him 
for 15 per cent of that ($6,728) and leaves him $38,127. 
Uncle Sam ‘nicks’ him for 70 per cent of that, which is 
$26,689, leaving him with $11,438. 

Thus, on the investment of $1 million in capital and 
two years of hard work in assembling and enterprise that 
is risky to begin with, this lucky fellow who turned a pro¬ 
fit of $100,000 has $11,438 to spend. He has given up two 
years on his ya'cht to gain $5,719 in annual income. If 
ho had invested in municipals (public bonds) tax free, 
he would have gained roughly $60,0(X) in annual income, 
free from taxes and could have remained on his yacht 
Instead of fighting politicians, city traffic, city hall, and 
the newly formed pwrts union. 

In his two year operation govennment collected from 
him $73,432 and he took home $11,438. He lost roughly 
$58,(XX) by not investing his $1 million in municipal bonds. 
iHis secretary w'ho earned $995 a month, had take-home 
pay in the two years $23,620, roughly twice as much as 
the “big millionaire boss.” 

.Now, Mr, “Good Person” has the real problem, how 
to recoup his $1 million investment in the parts busi¬ 
ness. Who would buy a business for $1 million to mnke 
a $11,000 a year profit? Who would buy his business and 
keep all of his employees on the payroll? The govern¬ 
ment says the capitalistic system can not provide jobs 
for all the people. How can it when the government takes 
111 the money? 

$1 Billion Cost For Congress 

The federal congress is headed for an annual oper¬ 
ating budget of $1 billion. Tax Foundation, Inc., reports. 

In a bulletin on government finance, “The Legisla¬ 
tive Branch: The Next Billion Dollar Bureaucracy,” Tax 
Foundation reports the cost of Congress more than doubled 
from 1960 to 1970, but in the next six years has almost 
tripled. 

In 1960 total budget for Congress was $170 million; i,n 
1970, $345 million and the projected budget for 1976 is 
$9‘25 million. 

The bulletin says most of the increase comes from 
the “srubstantial growth of legislative branch employment 
as well as significant Increases in salaries and other 
costs.” Legislative 'branch costs increased 168 per cent 
between 1970 and 1976 while tolat federal budget outlays 
increased 90 per cent and national defense outlays in¬ 
creased 17 per cent. 

Your Dollars! 

County taxpayers will have $3(X) million a year — 
one-fourth the tax rate — if President Carter makes wel¬ 
fare a federally funded and administered program. Super¬ 
visor Kenneth Hahn announced. 

The Persident is expected to announce his program, 
perhaps as early at this week. 

Hahn has met with President Carter twice to dis¬ 
cuss overhauling the welfare system. 

Presently, there are 1J2 million persons receiving some 
form of public assistance in Los Angeles County. 

Approximately 180,000 persons receive medical care 
only; 167,000, food stamps; 226,000, aid to the blind, aged 
and disabled; 584,000, aid for families with dependent 
children; anid 67,000, other cash grants.

The Ten Commandments, of

1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottie of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon.
